| New garbage, trash system eyed 
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BELLE GLADE -- A tentative 
go-ahead was given by the City 
Commission for an experiment with 
a new type of semi-automated 
curbside garbage and trash collec- 
tion system which could save the 
city $28,000 a year. 
The system involves 85-gallon 


plastic carts and hydraulic lifts, 
such as. the system used in 
Pahokee, but stops short of the 
remote-operated lift system operat- 
ed by the truck driver. 

City Manager Robert Sanders 
told the commissioners, during a 
workshop session, the experiment

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School story causes | 
flap, involvement 


BELLE GLADE -- Students, teachers and 
area administrators took part in a faculty 
meeting, a student assembly was called in 
the Glades Central gym and a local church 
promised more parental involvement in a 
flap eaused by dual articles on education in 
last week's Belle Glade Herald. 

' Dr. Effie Grear, principal of the local high 
School, described the situation last Thursday 
and Friday as tense following the release 
of articles quoting Glades Central instructor 
Sam Lovell, Palm Beach County School 
Superintendent Dr. Joseph Carroll and West 
Are Superintendent of Education H.W. 
“Dick” Berryman. 

The articles delved into the recent scores 
of Glades Central students, and students 
throughout the .county on the Adult 
Performance Level test and students 
state-wide in the Functional Literacy test. 

Dr. Grear said she first heard about the 
articles when a parent called her at midnight 
last Wednesday to ask if she’s read them. 
After that, she said she received so many 
calls Thursday she was unable to complete 
much of her routine work. 

She said she felt the articles hurt the 
students’ self image. She went on to say she 
realized some of the articles’ information 
was true but would question other informa- 
tion until she was able to confirm it. 

Student reaction may have been typified 
by Juan Pyfrom, son of GCHS band director 
Willie. Pyfrom, when he said during the 
faculty meeting Monday in the school 
caféteria the articles constituted a ‘‘slap in 
the face“ to teachers who don't share 
Lovels opinions. — 

Lamont Scott, one of Lovell’s students, 
said he didn’t feel any teacher, should be 
going around saying these things. You 
should be here to help us. I'm talking 
primarily to you, Mr. Lovell.“ 

In answer, Lovell said he has never said 


all Glades Central students are bad. 

"My own son graduated from this 
school,’’ he said. ‘You don't have to listen 
to what I have to say. Listen to what the 
people of the community who are going to 
hire you have to say. This school, this town, 
is my bread and butter. I'm going to be here 
and I want to help the school. 

For the most part, he went on, 'the 
news story was accurate but you can read 
anything into it you want to. 

Berryman said he believed the articles 
were the result of a free press reporting 
things said by ''an activist interested in 
good education.“ 

Berryman went on to say he believes 
Glades Central has many more pluses than 
minuses but said educators had made some 
objective errors which are showing up in 
literacy tests across the nation. 

He said Florida is one of 37 states which 
have begun administering minimum compe- 
tency examinations to students before 
graduating them from high school. 

Dr. Grear said she had heard from a 
number of parents who were interested in 
seeing their children had the right to say 
what they wanted to say, in the way it 
should be said. 

One parent said she felt the parents must 
also. accept a share of any guilt because 
parents need to know what the students are 
learning and what they aren't learning. 

In the meantime, the Rev. Leon Camel, 
pastor of Mt. Calvary Baptist Church, said 
he and his congregation are organizing to 
promote parental involvement at the local 
schools. 

Wiel re just getting in and participating, 
Rev. Camel said, because people gather at 
the church and we want to do what's 
necessary as parents. It's no more than what 
the PTA use to do. We're trying to keep the 
children in the right attitude.

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Regular readers of this column 
are aware of my dissatisfactions 
with the judicial system..how 
cases are postponed at the whim 


of judges and lawyers, how 
charges are dropped on the least 
breach of the law's complex 
technical language, how convicted 
criminals receive little or no 
punishment, and how judges-quite 
often use their powers to 
interpret and sometimes change 
the meaning of the law. 

Well, it's happened again. And 
not way off in California or New 
York. It's happened right here in 
Palm Beach County. 

U.S. Magistrate Patricia Kyle 
ordered last week that charges be 
dropped against 12 "sailors" who 
were being held for consipiracy to 
import 57% tons of marijuana into 
this country. 

The people were arrested by 
the Coast Guard 70 miles off our 
Shores in a "mother ship" after 
that agency had stopped a fishing 
vessel that didnt appear to be 
rigged for fishing. This boat had 
run out of gas and was out of an 
East Coast port, but the people on 
board had in their possession 
codes and other material which 
allowed the ‘Coast Guard to 
intercept and purchase marijuana 
from the mother ship. 

Magistrate Kyle said no 
evidence existed that the crew of 
the ship was involved in a 
consipiracy to import the pot. But 
if this is true, then what was that 
“fishing” boat doing out of a coast 
port?

Special agent of the Drug 
Enforcement Administration Ray 
Magno, stationed in West Palm, 
said the ruling will be appealed 
but if it stands, there will be 
virtually no way to prosecute 
major drug smmugglers. 

And the ruling brings on still 
‘more. What about the other 
large ships that have been halted 
and boarded outside the 12-mile 
Jimit? 

Then about the drugs them- 
selves..that 57% ton load of 
marijuana.' If the arrest was 
illegal and the material seized 
outside US waters, does the Coast 
Guard have to turn that grass 
back over to the motor ship and 
allow them to sail away? 

Mango noted that if this ruling 
stands, the DEA's enforcement 
efforts will pe limited to 
apprehending them after they go 
inside of the 12-mile limit. “This is 
tantamount to granting immunity 
to the drug smmugglers,” he said. 

Magistraste Kyle's ruling is 
just the type of senseless, 
left-field thinking that is making it 
more profitable to ignore the law 
than to obey it. 

The ruling will serve , if it 
stands, to declare the coast of 
Florida “open grounds“ to drug 
smugglers and the estimated ten 
to twenty percent intercept rate 
of drug flow will fall to almost 
nothing. 

There are many who feel 
marijuana should be made legal 
But the fact is, it’s not legal now 
for people to possess or use it. 
That's the law and until it is 
changed, it should be enforced. 

But it cannot be enforced with 
this kind of thinking on the 
benches. of justice“. 

I read an interesting'story the 
other day in.a magazine about the 
.swordfishing craze off the Florida 
coast. And one sentence in. that 
story really struck home. 


"About the only thing more 
popular than swordfishing off the 
Florida coast right now, it said, 
‘is drug smuggling.” 

I guess he was right. And if it 
keeps up, the poor sword- 
fishermen will be hard put to drift 
upon the sea after dark in search 
of their quarry without being run 
down by boats heading for shore 
with a load of pot. 

Our, law enforcement agencies 
constantly come into contact with 
the ruling of the court and these 

ings ever force them into even 
more narrow fields of operation.

MY MOTHER FEELS MUCH SAFER NOW THAT WEVE 


Don't condemn messengers 


News stories in last week's Belle Glade Herald stirred a 
great deal of controversy in local public schools. 

This paper reported on two programs Even to the Rotary 
Club, one by local teacher Sam Lovell and the other by Dr. 
Joseph Carroll and Dick Berryman of the school system. 

Lovell pointed out that in his opinion, students graduating 
from public schools aren't sufficiently educated. He blamed 
social promotions and a lowering of standards to the lowest 
common denominator as.reasons for this lack of good 
education and pointed out how business suffers because of it. 

Lovell said some high school students are using coloring 
books to learn to count to ten and stressed that alternate paths 
of education should be explored, such ae vocational courses 
for those in academic fields who are having trouble. 

The other side” of the story was a report by Dr. Carroll 
and Berryman to the Rotarians. Dr. Carroll said students in 
Glades schools are no better or no worse than students in 
other county schools, pointing out tlie pass-fail percentages of 
the Functional Literacy Test, which. is administered 


state-wide and required for a high school diploma, were about 
the same in the Glades and on the Coast 
Dr. Carroll noted black students have a much higher failure 


rate, not because they can't learn but because-the integration 
of two separate school districts“ has meant they've got a lot 
of catching up to do. 

Unfortunately, black students and others in the community 
have taken tese discussions out of context. We feel both 


.Lovell and the two administrators were discussing the . 


educational system as a whole, not any difference in black or 
white learning or educational performance. 

Both Rotary programs pointed out the problems of public 
education not only in Palm Beach County, but statewide. This 
discussion is vital if progress is to be made. 

Black leaders within the community have pointed out some 
facts that also need airing. One of the most important is 
„What is the incentive for a black student to learn?“ This 
particular black leader said blacks must leave Belle Glade if 
they are to find management positions in business and 
industry, no matter how well educated they may be. 

Unfortunately, this is also true about white students. They 
too, are.leaving Belle Glade to seek jobs. This problem is 
community-wide and not entirely racial. : 

One thing both Lovell and Dr. Carroll agreed upon was the 
need for one performance standard for all students. As Dr. 
Carroll said. we, have only one performance level and alb 
students are expected to meet it. . 

Both also agreg that it makes no difference if a student i: 
black or-white, each is equally capable of learning, given the 
same background. 

What is unfortunate is that our present crop of students 
don't have the same educational background. Once the 
integration of schools began in the '50s and accelerated in the 
'60s, all too many educators adopted the- attitude black 
students were underprivileged ard disadvantaged in their 
home life and therefore weren't capable of maintaining the 
standards of white students. 

As Lovell said later, he has never said black students can't 
learn. On the contrary, he has said they can learn and should 
Be expected to maintain the uni- standard level stressed by 
Dr. Carroll. 

If a child doesn't learn what he needs to know in the first, 
second, and third grades, he is handicapped throughout the 
rest of the educational. process. 

Our local black leader agreed, saying this was the reason 
many blacks do not like the Functional Literacy Test. ‘‘The 
test should not have been administered until the same 
standards had been applied to both blacks and whites through 
their junior year in high school," was the argument. 

Other factors, such as discipline, student and teacher 
morale, social promotion, and many others also enter the 
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educational picture. 

But the facts remain the same. Johnny can't read. And he 
can't function in everyday mathematics. 

This discussion is not a black-white issue. It's an issue that 
vitally affects students in the Glades and elsewhere. 

Don't blame Sam Lovell for bringing the facts to light; and 
don't blame Dr. Carroll or Dick Berryman either. They're only 
messengers. They didn't create the situation and they 
shouldn't be punished for exposing it so we as a community 
can see what the problems are and hopefully find some way of 
correcting that problem. 

For once the issue is in the open. It needs to be discussed 
and the community needs to be not only aware of the 
probléme, but also concertied about what can be done to solve 
them. 

We commend these three men for having the courage to 
step forward and offer the frank discussion that has started 
the ball rolling within the community as well as the school 
system. 

Maybe now something will be done.

This epistle reveals the intimate 
thoughts and motives of the great 
apostle. He writes about ‘the 
ministry "or what it means to serve 
the Lord. His remarks, which at 
first were more general and 
instructive, now become more 
specific and admonishing. 

THE PROOF OF HIS APOS- 
TLESHIP (13:124) One of the 
primary reasons for this letter has 
béen the defense of Paul's apostle- 
ship. The Corinthians had sought a 
"proof of Christ" speaking through 

him. Some felt that he hadnt 
acted like an apostle; he was too 
meek! So he now warns them that 
he will not spare the rod with them 
if hecessary. For the third time he 
was about to come to them for a 
visit; they had better be prepared! 
He will boldly deal with any who 
are still sinning when he arrives 
Cf. 10:11 

In his previous visit Paul had 
indeed been gentle among them- 
some had interpreted that as 
wéakness. On his next visit, he 
would exercise his authority with 
the power of God. And that would 
be for their own good or “edifica- 
tion” and not their “destruction”

BELLE GLADE Parents ot 
students at Glades Central High 
and Lake Shore Middle Schools will 
soon be réceiving letters warning 
them about an increasing number 
of cases of rubeola (hard measles) 
in Palm Beach County. 

Mrs. Betty Kroesen of the 
county's Health Department office 
in Belle Glade said 119 cases of 
rubeola have been reported so far 
this year compared to a total of 88 
cases for all of 1977, most of them 
occurring in junior high to high 
school-age children. 

Rubeola, Mrs. Kroesen said, is 
an acute contagious viral disease 
with fever, conjunctivitis, cold-like 
symptoms and occasional cough

On the third to seventh day, a 
dusky and blotchy rash appears, 
usually on the face and then 
spreads to the rest of the body. The 
rash lasts four to six days and 
complications such as middle ear 
infection, pneumonia and, some- 
times, encephalitis, may occur. 

The disease is spread by sneez- 
ing or coughing or direct contact 
with nasal or throat.secretions or 
urine of infected persons.

(FFBF) says a recent economic 
study shows the passage of the 
"labor reform" bill would be 
disastrous to Florida's economy. 

The study, by Dr. Pierre Rin- 
fret, a prominent New York 
economist, indicates the legislation 
(HR 8410 and S. 2467) would lead 
to a higher degree of unionization 
in the state, particularly in small 
businesses of fewer than 250 
employees involved in service.

"Rinfret's report shows that for

wage and salary costs would rise 
by $2 billion a year." 

Kautz says 12.5 percent of the 
nonagricultural workforce in Flori- 
da is unionized, compared with a 
national average of 24 percent. 

"The Rinfret analysis makes it 
clear that this bill would produce 
inflation’ by legislation,” says 
Kautz. 

For each 10 percent increase in 
union membership, Kautz says, the 
Consumer Price Index would in- 
crease by at least five index points, 
which means a 3 percent increase 
in the rate of inflation.
